Search Is Started 
A heavy smoke belched from the 
funnels of the gleaming white, 250- 
foot cutter Itasca, visible for nine 
miles from its Howland Island an- 
choi age, as it ploughed forward on 
a smooth sea in quest of tire $80,- 
000 Earhart "Flying Laboratory." 
While the cutter hunted by sea 
tire woman w'ho started a world 
flight "just for fun," a navy flying 
boat sped over the 1.500 mile dis­ 
tance from Honolulu. 
The 
navy 
minesweeper 
Swan 
joined the hunt 
from a position 
halfway between here and Howland, 
where it had been st at to led to give 
any possible ald to Miss Earhart 
on the next leg of her flight.

The flying boat Itself undertook 
a hazardous night flight to join the 
search. 
Carrying a crew of eight. 
it took off from Pearl Harbor and 
headed directly for the dot of land 
which the veteran aviatrix and her 
navigator mysteriously missed. 
Lieutenant W. W. H aney, pilot­ 
ing the plane, was expected to reach 
the searching area in about thirteen 
hours, which 
would give 
several 
hours of daylight to survey hun­ 
dreds of square miles of sea. 
Throughout the night, th ilta sc a , 
stationed at Howland originally to 
assist the 
aviatrix 
and Noonan, 
scoured the waters within a IOO 
miles radius of the island, watching 
for distress flares. 
In the glare of a rising sun, of­ 
ficers of the Itasca said, Miss Ear­ 
hart apparently overshot the is­ 
land, a mere sand spot a mile and 
a half long and but two feet above 
the water, and was forced down a 
short time later. 
Exactly where she lighted, no one 
could say, and jus£ how long the 
twin-motored s lip could stay afloat 
was a disputed point. 
One of her last messages indi­ 
cated the plane was within IOO 
miles of Howland Island. 
Plane Able to Float 
Paul Manta, technical adviser to 
the aviatrix, who twice crossed the 
Atlantic, said in Burbank, Califor­ 
nia, the plane s six gas tanks would 
give it buoyancy to stay afloat “in­ 
definitely” 
George Palmer Putnam, husband 
of the missing flier, was in constant 
communication with 
coast guard 
headquarters at San Francisco He 
expressed belief his wife and her 
companion would be found safe. 
“The plane should float, but I 
couldn’t estimate how long, because 
a Lockheed plane has never been 
forced down at sea before." 
The plane had a two-man rubber 
lifeboat, life belts, flares, a signal 
kite and emergency food and water 
rations. 
The Itasca began its search 
as 
soon as 
officers determined 
the 
ship must have been forced down. 
The minesweeper Swail wos or­ 
dered south from its position F ri­ 
day night, but was not expected to 
reach the Howland Island area for 
some time. 
Headwinds and static combined 
to plague the fliers almost from the 
tim e they left Lae. They were un­ 
able to communicate with tile Itas­ 
ca because of the static and tile ad­ 
verse winds

places on election day. 
Unless a 
voter has previously registered he 
may not vote, the law provides. 
Provision for Inspectors 
The judge of the district election 
board shall place one of the in­ 
spectors on the board in charge of 
the district file of registered voters 
on election day and a clerk shall 
have charge of the voters’ list. 
As each elector appears to cast 
his ballot, he will be handed a 
voter’s certificate, which he must 
sign. The signature on that paper 
will then be compared with the sig­ 
nature on the registration card in 
the district file for that particular 
voter. A record Is entered on the 
back of each voter’s card in the dis­ 
trict file of each time he casts a 
ballot. 
If an ( lector fails to vote 
for two consecutive years, his regis­ 
tration card is voided under the 
new law and he will not be per­ 
mitted to vote the third year unless 
he has registered anew. 
No person who requires assist­ 
ance in voting will be permitted to 
cast his ballot unless his registra­ 
tion card bears record of the fact 
that assistance is needed. 
If that 
record 
is found, the 
prospective 
voter must announce under oath the 
reason why he needs help in cast­ 
ing his ballot. 
Voters who become 
disabled between registration time 
and election day must appear a t 
office of 
the 
county registration 
commission and have the fact en­ 
tered on his registration card.

charged 
the Ford company with responsi­ 
bility for “malicious and brutal as­ 
saults” on U. A. W. organizers at- 
, tempting to distribute handbills at 
the plant gates. 
The Ford statement 
asserted “a 
tm op of persons entered into an 
unlawful conspiracy to trespass on 
the private property of the com­ 
pany and unlawfully 
agreed with 
each other to cause a riot.” 
It charged 
that

persons 
“caused a riot and committed vio­ 
lent and unlawful acts upon the 
'property and 
against 
Ford em­ 
ployes. The fights were unlawfully 
provoked by the rioters." 
In challenging the boards juris­

answer 
cited 
eleven reasons why it claims the 
chages should be dismissed. These 
included the contentions that “none 
of the alleged unfair labor prac­ 
tices complained of affected manu­

gaged in interstate commerce; nor 
were any of the Ford employes in­ 
volved in the fights on Ford private 
property on May 26, 1937, engaged 
at any time in interstate commerce.”

July 3 (AP).—Gover­ 
nor Earle approved a two-year bud­ 
get of $338,591,086. the largest in 
Pennsylvania’s 
history, 
and 
ar­ 
ranged to pay an additional $29, 
000.000 from current taxes to cover 
a defiicit from the 1935-37 biennium. 
The Governor cut $8,514,405 from 
appropriations 
approved 
by 
the 
1937 Legislature but nearly $6,500,- 
000 of that amount was a duplica­ 
tion of the unemployment relief 
fund for June. 
Appropriations approved to oper­ 
ate the state government for the 
next two years were more than $6,- 
000.000 larger than for the last two- 
year period. 
The 1935-37 budget 
was $332,851,575, a new high at that 
♦imp. 
Working far into the night the 
Governor signed more than 80 bills 
for operating expenses of the state 
and to assist state-owned or aided 
institutions for the biennium, which 
began June I. 
Earle earmarked $132,209,100 for 
relief needs of Pennsylvania’s un­ 
employed in the two years beginning 
July I. 
The Legislature appropri­ 
ated nearly six and one-half mil­ 
lions for June before it adjourned. 
Budget experts expected receipts 
from taxes in the biennium would 
exceed the budget total, leaving a 
balance of more than half a mil­ 
lion dollars. 
Tile grand total for expenses in 
the two years was estimated at 
$367,443,000, including the deficit. 
In addition to regular appropria­ 
tions amounting to $335,791,086. in­ 
terest was fixed at $900,000 for the 
$60,000,000 in two-year tax antici­ 
pation notes issued bi June and the 
same amount for a second series to 
run for one year beginning in 1936.
